Cross  country,  pom-pon  girls, 
COE,  Cafeteria  Three,  The  Com- 
mons, gymnastics,  soccer,  girls' 
softball,  the  pool,  driver's  ed.,  Han- 
gar Dances,  parking  permits,  and 
mini-course  electives  have  become 
things  we  take  for  granted  today, 
but  twenty-five  years  ago,  when 
Lindbergh  High  School  first  be- 
came a  reality,  people  never  even 
dreamed  of  them.  Students  had  to 
bring  their  lunches  because  the 
building  had  no  cafeteria  until  late 
in  the  school  year.  All  has  not  been 
smooth  going  for  the  high  school 
since  1952,  but  finally  it  celebrated 
its  twenty-fifth  anniversary  when 
the  Class  of  1978  was  graduated  in 
June. 

Mr.     Herman     Haeger,     math 


teacher;  Mr.  Alois  Jaworski,  phys- 
ical education  teacher;  and  Mr. 
Louis  Lunte,  science  teacher;  are 
the  only  members  of  the  original 
high  school  faculty  who  remain 
here.  They  have  seen  many  other 
teachers  come  and  go  and  have  been 
joined  by  former  students  returning 
as  teachers.  Mr.  Bob  Zink,  music 
teacher,  a  member  of  the  first 
graduating  class,  was  one  of  these 
alumnae.  After  so  many  years  and 
experiences  at  Lindbergh  High 
School,  they  can  look  back  and  see 
many  changes  that  have  occurred. 
Mr.  Haeger  believes  the  kids 
have  changed  through  the  years. 
Since  there  were  fewer  students  in 
the  early  years  of  the  high  school, 
classes    were    more    closely    knit

groups  than  in  the  1970's.  He  saw 
the  students  of  1977-78  as  more 
carefree  than  those  of  1952-53.  Peer 
pressure  has  become  more  impor- 
tant now  while  parental  pressure 
was  the  ruler  yesterday. 

The  well-dressed  girl  of  the  early 
fifties  wore  cashmere  sweaters,  mid- 
calf  length  skirts,  bobby  socks,  and 
saddle  oxfords.  Her  boyfriend  was 
proud  to  wear  his  letter  sweater  and 
straight-legged  pants.  Crew  cuts 
were  the  only  socially  accepted  hair 
styles  for  boys.  An  "anything  goes" 
attitude  of  dress  has  become  domi- 
nant. Rules  for  hair  and  skirt 
lengths  have  virtually  disappeared. 
Slacks  have  become  as  acceptable 
for  girls  as  for  boys  and  jeans  have 
become  the  school  uniforms  of  to-

The  sports  program  virtually  ex- 
ploded in  recent  times.  In  the  early 
years  here,  football  and  baseball 
were  scheduled  during  the  same 
season.  In  order  to  have  enough 
players,  some  students  had  to  par- 
ticipate in  both  sports.  Events  were 
often  delayed  as  some  athletes  had 
to  finish  one  game  before  going  to 
the  other  sporting  contest. 

The  list  of  activities,  including 
dances  at  LHS,  has  grown.  In  the 
early  fifties,  students  jitter-bugged 
to  the  tunes  of  Bill  Haley's  Comets 
while  "How  Much  Is  That  Doggie 
In  The  Window?"  was  the  number- 
one  song.  In  1978,  people  bumped 
and  boogied  to  the  beats  of  KISS, 
Lynyrd  Skynyrd,   REO  and  other 


groups. 

Lindbergh  High  School  has 
grown  from  a  rural  school  (where 
teachers  reportedly  went  hunting  in 
adjoining  woods  during  lunch)  to 
one  of  the  largest  metropolitan  high 
schools  in  the  state.  The  courses  and 
clubs  have  increased  as  a  greater 
number  of  students  gained  new  in- 
terests and  insights.  A  school  is 
more  than  a  building;  it  is  the  peo- 
ple and  happenings  within  the  build- 
ing's walls.  While  the  people  have 
changed  through  the  years,  so  has 
the  institution  we  call  our  school. 
May  Lindbergh  High  School  con- 
tinue to  adapt  to  its  people  and  trav- 
el up  this  same  road  to  more  success 
in  the  future.

Highlights  of 
the  year  came  when  the  music  orga- 
nizations entertained  parents,  the 
faculty,  and  friends  at  the  Christ- 
mas and  Spring  Concerts  and  the 
annual  Night  of  Music.  Lindbergh 
exhibited  its  ability  to  the  rest  of  St. 
Louis  when  the  instrumental  and 
vocal  groups  travelled  to  festivals  at 
St.  Louis  University,  Florrisant  Val- 
ley Community  College,  and  the 
University  of  Missouri-St.  Louis. 

Vocalists  had  to  demonstrate  a 
high  degree  of  talent  to  become  part 
of  the  Madrigal  Choirs.  A  second 
exceptionally  talented  group  of  vo- 
calists is  the  A  Cappella  Choir, 
which  consists  of  juniors  and  seniors 
who  show  the  ability  to  perform 
without  accompaniment.  These  ac- 
complished singers  performed  clas- 
sical as  well  as  modern  music 
throughout  the  year.

Freshmen  vocalists  demonstrated 
their  talents  in  the  Ninth  Grade 
Choir  which  met  on  alternating 
days  and  Ninth  Grade  Ensemble 
which  met  daily.  Tenth,  eleventh, 
and  twelth  grade  students  wishing 
to  join  in  the  musical  activities 
joined  the  Mixed  Choir.  The  Con- 
cert Girl's  Choir  and  Concert  Girl's 
Ensemble  also  consisted  of  sopho- 
mores, juniors  and  seniors.  These 
groups  practiced  vocal  music  funda- 
mentals used  in  a  variety  of  song 
types. 

Performing  daily,  members  of 
Concert  Band  I  practiced  contem- 
porary forms  of  band  literature  to 
present  at  their  semester  concerts. 
Meanwhile,  Concert  Band  II  kept 
the  beat  to  more  difficult  band  com- 
positions. Members  of  this  group 
worked  hard  with  the  hopes  of  pro- 
gressing to  the  Symphonic  Band. 

From  high  in  the  bleachers,  foot- 
ball fans  clearly  heard  the  L.H.S. 
Symphonic  Band  working  to  boost 
Flyer  spirits.  As  the  accompanists 
for  the  pom-pon  girl's,  this  band  be- 
came Lindbergh's  most  renowned 
instrumental  group.  Their  most 
noteworthy  performance  came, 
though,  when  they  were  invited  to 
perform  for  the  Missouri  Music 
Educators  Association  in  Jefferson 
City. 

Approximately  eighty-five  faith- 
ful musicians  of  the  bass,  clarinet, 
tuba,    flute,    violin,    trumpet,    and 


trombone  met  daily.  As  the  Lind- 
bergh High  School  Orchestra,  these 
musicians  performed  at  on  and  off 
campus  concerts. 

Select  musicians  from  the  Or- 
chestra improved  their  chamber 
skills  in  the  Chamber  Orchestra. 
Known  for  their  skill  at  performing 
classical  works,  this  group  was  invit- 
ed to  perform  in  the  community  for 
local  churches.  These  musicians 
were  often  honored  as  solo  perfor- 
mances at  music  functions. 

Striving  to  perfect  performances, 
members  of  the  Brass  Choir  devoted 
many  after-school  hours  to  practice. 
They  were  rewarded  with  top  rat- 
ings for  outstanding  performances 
at  the  St.  Louis  Music  Educators 
Association  Solo  and  Ensemble  Fes- 
tival. 

Presenting  the  lighter  side  of  mu- 
sic at  L.H.S.  was  the  Stage  Band. 
Members  of  this  organization  pre- 
fered  to  perform  pop  and  jazz  num- 
bers. Besides  school  concert  and 
community  appearances,  the  Stage 
Band  provided  music  for  the  1977 
Variety  Show. 

The  many  music  organizations  at 
Lindbergh  provided  innumerable 
opportunities  for  students  to  express 
themselves  as  well  as  enjoy  the  per- 
forming arts.  Through  these  instru- 
mental and  vocal  groups  the  com- 
munity, along  with  the  student 
body,  was  both  entertained  and  in- 
structed.

6:15  a.m.-Ears  are  pressed  against 
radios.  Finally,  the  long  awaited  but 
welcome  message  is  on  the  air:  "Lind- 
bergh School  District-no  school."  As 
sleepy  but  content  students  roll  over 
for  a  few  more  hours  sleep,  zero  hour 
students,  already  at  school,  do  a  donut 
on  the  snow-covered  parking  lot  and 
head  for  home. 

Despite  a  newly  implemented  snow 
route  schedule  (which  did  not  affect 
the  high  school  but  which  did  delay 
other  Lindbergh  schools),  L.H.S.  stu- 
dents were  treated  to  such  "snow 
days"  during  the  1977-78  school  year. 
While  most  Lindbergh  students  hap- 
pily accepted  these  unplanned  holi- 
days, they  soon  learned  they  would 
have  to  later  pay  for  their  privilege  of 
staying  home. 

To  meet  state  requirements,  stu- 
dents found  themselves  making  up 
days  lost.  Record  and  teacher  meeting 
days  became  school  days.  Students 
even  found  themselves  putting  in  an 
extra  one-half  hour  everyday  for  a 
month  to  fulfill  the  requirements. 

Mother  nature  gave  St.  Louis  a  near 
record-breaking  amount  of  snow  dur- 
ing the  1977-78  winter.  Forgetting 
they  would  pay  later,  many  L.H.S.  stu- 
dents also  thanked  her  for  giving  them 
days  to  cheer  about. 

When  the  school  district  approved  a  snow  route 
schedule,  L.H.S.  students  had  to  brave  severe 
weather  to  come  to  school.

The  boy  whizzed  down  the  sloped 
sidewalk,  leaned  into  a  turn,  swept  down 
the  hill,  and  flipped  his  board  into  the  air.

Some  called  it  a  sport;  others  called  it 
a  fad.  Despite  its  label,  in  1978  skate- 
boarding became  more  popular  in  St.
